•eamp.) On presenting himself, Mo- 
•rales commonncd to strike him, and or- 
dered that the window should bo opened 
that ho might throw him out of it intu 
tho plawi; other aidcs-clo-camp proceed- 
ed to oxeouto the order i I then inter- 
fered between them, snatching away 
from Morales tlio sword ho had taken 
from La Vigna, foaring that w ho 
mould not throw him out of tlio window 
Iho might, uso tlio weapon instead ; I 
(tried to got him to 1)c calm and not 
glvo rise to such a scandal, but with no 
effect ; ho began to immlt and strike 
every one within his roaoh ; I bogged 
him to desist and consider the honor of 
his family and the rauk ho hold in tho 
Republic, aud that if ho suspected mis- 
conduct on tho part of his officers to
